SHOT T0 DEATH.

Three Negro Desperadoes by a
Mob at Memphis,

Were Leaders of the Saturday
Night Qutrage.

Through Btrategy Entrance Is Galned to
the Jall—Several Negroos Secounred,
Three of Whom the Next Mornlng Are
Found at the Outakiris of the Clty Rid-
dled with Bullets.

Mesewis, March 10,—At 8 a, m,
Wedneaday n mob, which it seems was
quietly organized, broke into the Shelby
county jail for the purpose of lynching

negroes that were concerned in
Saturdany night's trouble at *“The
Cuarve,"

The mob knocked on the big iron
gate in the high stone wall surrounding
the jail, snd called londly for Keepor
O'Donnel,

“What do yon want,"” came O'Don.
nel's yvoice from the jail door.

"“We have & prisoner here; open the

walk and opened the gate,

In an instant he found himself pushed
most unceremonionsly aside ane whl!a

The two memboers of the mob
foread O'Donnel to give up the keys lo
the cells in which were the negroes, and
in a moment had them in their power,
They were goom hurried aut of the jail,

There were but seventy-five in the
mob, all being masked men, Thoe men
seonred Calvin -MaoDowaell, Tom Moss
and Will Stnart, the leadarsof tha negro
Yrang," and roshing them out of jail,
quick \ dirnppearad with them.

There wera twonty-seven in the ‘j:‘sil,
charged with assanlt with intent to kill,
for the amlimshing and shooting down of
four deputies, who tried to arrest a
negro Saturday night at “The Carve,”
for a minor offense,

The mob placed ropes aronnd the
nacks of Moss, Stuart and MeDowell and
horried them from tho f!lﬂ acrogs the
railroad track to a lonely place in the
outskirta.

Shot to Death,

The negroes were then placed together,
and in less than three seconds over twen-
ty-five rifle shots rang out, and the ne-
groes foll, dying'almost mamntly The
mob then quickly dispersed, and it waa
not nntil daylight that the extent of the
Iynching was realized, Karly risers were
homﬁeg to find the bodies of three ne-
gr yin'né on the ground, all riddled by

nlle wo other negro riotera are
missing, and the belief is that their
bodies will be found later.

“The Curve" is a suburb of Memphis.
A ruce trouble arose some time ago, and
the blacks threatened to “clear ont the
white trash.” The latter np aled to
the law for protection, an eputy
sheriffs were sent Saturday nighb to
rest several negroed, The parties mt-
ed were !’mmcr ut n grocory store kept
by MebBowell.
